About the only point of difference between 
the versions that has ever been made the occa 
sion of doctrinal dispute, is the transistion of 
the Greek word mefeona In oar version it is 
rendered “ repentance.” Ie the Dousy version 
« penanee;”’ and in later editions, with « note 
at the bottom of the pags, saying the reader 
may translate it « repentance” if be prefers! 
The Baptist who takes exeeption to both ver- 
sions for their rendering of the Greek word 
buptize, and the Unitarian who disputes their 
correctness in passages relating to the Trioity, 
might, with much more consistency, refuse to 
read either one at school, than the (Catholic re- 
fuse to read the London version, or the Pro- 
testant retase to let him use the Douay. 

With the interpretation put upon the text by 
the different churches, we have nothing to do 
The text itself is the subject of this quarre!, and 
that is, in both, substantially the same. 

We know there is « sort of superstition 
among useducated Catholics that the English 
Bible makes divers furious attacks upon the 
Pope; we know that maay uneducated Protes- 
tants firmly believe the Catholic Bible com- 
mands fish to be eaten on Friday, and the like. 
And perhaps, in us laymen, who do not read 
any version as often as we ought to, such child- 
ish notions may be excusable. But Protestant 
Clergymen and Catholic Priests khaow better 
and they are much to blame if they encourage 
disputes like that at the head of this article, 
which can bave origin only in ignorance on 
one side, and petty sectarian bigotry on the 
other. 

For our part, we have never yet seen the copy 
ot Seriptures, well translated or ill, that it 
would harm childres, or grown tolks either, te 
read. Inthe good time coming, when Chris- 
tian charity shall bear some sort of proportion 
to sectarian seal, we hope and believe it will be 
#0 thought. The Bible is older than the Sects
